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TIME FOR GOD

—_— Baptist young people are be- 
ing asked to give a certain time of their 
life to a full service for God. 

The plan—in which these volunteer 
youth will support new and weak churches 
through building up Sunday schools or 
youth groups and through visitation and 
preaching—was initiated in May 1957 by 
65 Baptist youth leaders from sixteen na- 
tional youth organizations across the con- 
tinent. 

As most churches cannot afford to pay 
such a worker or group of workers, these 
lay missionaries earn their own living by 
means of some job which does not take too 
much energy or time. All their spare time 
and weekends are at the disposal of the 
local church. 

If possible at least two youth shall work 
in one church. They may come from dif- 
ferent nations, but are expected to learn 
the language of the country which they 
want to serve before they begin their work. 


“Ordinary” Members Work 


Through such a kind of service they 
demonstrate that ordinary church mem- 
bers are a great missionary power—when 
they are given concrete, challenging tasks. 
For the young lay missionaries, such a year 
is a period of training which will help them 
to bring ideas, plans and practice to their 
future church. 


The first appeal was made in August 
1957 through the organ of the German 
Baptist youth. Eleven young people re- 
sponded. But due to their own professional 
training and other reasons only three are 
in service at this moment. A fourth was ac- 
cepted as a student at the Baptist seminary 
in the meantime, and thus came into “all 
time for God.” 

In Sweden, Baptist youth have had a 
much wider response to a very similar 
project. As a matter of fact, the name 
was taken from them. 


Success Noted 


These lines are written to encourage 
especially those Baptist churches who think 
they are too small or who have been 
thrown back in some similar enterprise. 
We must not permit the. devil to discourage 
us! Big secular organizations need an enor- 
mous amount of money and time and en- 
ergy and reach littlh—often. Why should 
Christians have less patience? 

The success of the idea is noted in the 
following report from a pastor in Ger- 
many, whose parish includes three towns 
with 40,000 to 50,000 inhabitants and six- 
teen towns with 12,000 to 20,000 inhab- 
itants. The large majority is nominally 
Catholic.

Faith Plus Courage in Italy

Ay SANT’ANGELO IN VILLA the situation 
is somewhat critical, but I have much 
faith in our Lord’s omnipotence that can 
quickly change persecution into victory. 

History of the persecution in Sant’- 
Angelo dates from November 2, 1957, 
when I took care to present two requests 
designed to obtain the authorization of 
the “Genio Civile” (the Ministry of Public 
Works at Rome) and of the Community of 
Veroli to construct the Baptist church 
building. 

The Community of Veroli (of which 
Villa is a unit) is represented by the 
Mayor, a Christian Democrat (political 
party), Antonio Baldassarra, who, un- 
mindful that the construction of our build- 
ing had already been authorized by the 
“Genio Civile”, has not decided until this 
day to give a reply, even a negative one, to 
my request. 

I have complained officially to the ju- 
dicial authority of the mayor, and am now 
waiting for two “causes” to be attended to 
at the Frosinone Court. From it I have 
received three illegal orders to suspend the 
work, the third of which threatened the 
demolition of construction already begun. 

In order to force a definite reply, and 
perhaps the granting of the much desired 
permission to build, I have begun again 
(several times!) the work, but a few days 
later it has always been stopped by the 
judicial authorities. 

We have appealed to the Council of 
State, at Rome, but because of the in- 
terference of the Bishop of Veroli, the 
appeal has been rejected with a superficial 
justification. Also the Undersecretary of 
the Ministry of the Interior has been ap- 
pealed to, and we have received from him 
an evasive answer.

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As you see, against the building of the 
Baptist church at Sant’Angelo are arrayed 
the forces that today, to our misfortune, 
govern our beautiful Italy. But I believe 
that in spite of appearances the hostile 
clerical government in Italy will be used 
toward hastening God’s plans and estab- 
lishing His Reign. 

For I am well aware that today, more 
than ever, the Lord is working in many 
sections near Sant’Angelo, arousing lively 
protests and indignation against the illegal 
acts of the Christian Democratic mayor 
against us. 

On this past August 23 I was detained 
six hours by the police and by the judge of 
Veroli in a room where they accused me, 
together with five laborers who had been 
working on the construction of our church 
building, and they threatened me with 
arrest if I continued to make the laborers 
work. 

I have no doubt that the building will 
eventually be erected, but I fear that years 
may pass before the authorities give us the 
permission that is ours by right (that is, 
because of the permission of the “Genio 
Civile”) unless we make a move. 

So we begin again the work, in order to 
force from the mayor a reply to our re- 
quest. 


Italy’s Constitutional Court 
To Rule on Religious Freedom

Italy’s Constitutional Court at Rome is 
expected to decide in the near future 
whether all church groups have equal free- 
dom of religion under the country’s 1948 
Constitution or whether restrictive laws 
passed before that date are still valid. 

The issue was raised by the Rev. Fran- 
cesco Rauti, an Assemblies of God minister 
who has been harrassed by local authori-

ties for opening places of worship without 
previous authorization. 

Three lawyers appeared before the 
court and claimed for Evangelicals the 
right of “strict application of constitutional 
principles” granting freedom of religion to 
all groups. They asked the tribunal to 
make clear that previously existing restric- 
tive laws in conflict with the Constitution 
are abrogated by it. 

The lawyers were Giacomo Rosapepe, 
Leopoldo Piccardi and Arturo Jemolo, 
Mr. Rosapepe is lawyer also for the Bap- 
tist Church at Sant’Angelo. 

Article XIX of the Italian Constitution 


guarantees “the right to freely profess one’s © 


religious faith, to propagate it and to ex- 
ercise the worship thereof in private and 
in public, with the only restriction that 


there are not involved any rituals contrary | 


to morals.”

7 national leader was 
beaten by an avowed segregationist can- 
didate by a 1,200 vote margin out of 
almost 60,000 votes cast in his district, 
which includes the Little Rock, Ark., area. 
Hays had served in Congress for sixteen 
years and was an influential member of 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
Several state Baptist conventions across 
the South have applauded Hays’ coura- 
geous stand for his convictions. The non- 
denominational Christian Century observed 
that Hays’ “offense was that he did his 
duty as a Christian and a patriot. We hope 
this is not the end of the public life of 
Brooks Hays, but if it is, he can retire with 
honor.” 

Hays plans to give most of his time the 
next six months, until his term as S.B.C. 
president expires, filling speaking engage- 
ments across the nation. 


Medical Missioners Meet 


Members of the Baptist World Alliance 
Medical Mission team met in Washington 
November 24 for a full day of discussion 
of their observations during a 45,000-mile 
trip around the world last summer. 

The day’s events were climaxed with a

Nigerian Baptists baptized 6,378 new 
converts in 1957, a gain of almost 1,000 
over the 5,417 baptized in 1956. There 
are now 336 organized churches and 638 
preaching stations in the country, a net 
increase of 140 places holding regular 
services of worship. 

The 1958 assembly of the Nigerian 
Baptist Convention set a 1959 goal of 


7,500 baptisms and 100 new preaching 
places.

LIBERIA: 
Vice President Is Baptist Leader 


Dr. William R. Tolbert, vice president 
of the Republic of Liberia, is president of 
the Liberia Baptist Missionary and Educa- 
tional Convention. 

Other items from Liberia reveal that 
Ricks Institute, the principal training cen- 
ter of Liberian Baptists, has taken on new 
life, its work has been increased from the 
elementary to high school level, and plans 
are afoot to develop a full college as soon 
as funds permit. 

The 45th session of the Liberia Baptist 
Missionary and Educational Convention 
will meet at Bonsonville in April 1959, 
at which time delegates to the Baptist 
World Congress at Rio de Janeiro, 1960, 
will be appointed. The Convention has 
been in existence since 1880. 


SOUTH AFRICA: 
Baptist Union Meets 


Delegates from all churches throughout 
the Union of South Africa and Northern 
and Southern Rhodesia attended the an- 
nual Baptist Union assembly at Cape Town 
in October. Dr. Ralph Bowlin, a Southern 
Baptist (U.S.A.) missionary in Southern 
Rhodesia, was principal speaker. 

Rev. Maurice Darroll was inducted as 


president of the Baptist Union of South 
Africa and the South African Baptist 
Missionary Society, and Rev. Glyn Tudor 
was named president-elect. 

A program of home missions and 
evangelism was adopted. This program, 
which will commence in 1959, envisages 
the raising of a sum of £10,000 and the 
commencement of aggressive evangelism 
through personal ministry and missions. 
Emphasis also will be placed on Baptist 
doctrine and establishment of more Sunday 
schools as a means of evangelism. Through 
this, South African Baptists are expecting 
a great forward movement in the country. 


Asia 


Hong Kong: 
565 Students Enroll 


The Hong Kong Baptist College began 
its third session with 565 students, a total 
of 638 boys and girls took tests in com- 
petition for enrolment in the 284 places 
open to freshmen. 

The school’s student body is cosmopoli- 
tan, including young people from Thailand, 
Malaya, Indonesia, Taiwan (Formosa), 
Japan, Macao, and the China Mainland, 
and Hong Kong. The college presently 
uses the facilities of Pui Ching Middle 
School, Baptist high school for boys, but a 
site has been obtained for its campus. 

Dr. George R. Wilson, acting vice-presi- 
dent and dean, says that a number of re- 
ligious activities will highlight the college’s

It is thought to be the first English- 
language Baptist church in Hong Kong 
since Rev. J. Lewis Shuck, pioneer South- 
ern Baptist missionary to China, left the 
colony for Canton in 1845.

church, Calcutta, a small church of just 
over 50 members carrying on a witness 
for Jesus Christ in a city of 6-million 
people, has a large renovation scheme in 
hand. Work costing 12,000 rupees has 
been approved, against which the church 
has 5,000 rupees contributed by its 
members. The church is proceeding in the 
faith that the balance ($1,400) will be 
forthcoming. 

Renovations are to be completed by 
December 6 when the church will celebrate 
its 140th anniversary. The anniversary is 
to be followed by a mission at which Dr. 
Akbar Abdul Haqq, an associate evan- 
gelist of Dr. Billy Graham, will be guest 
speaker. Expenses in connection with this 
mission are expected to be about 3,000 
rupees ($600), which the church hopes to 
receive in gifts. It is hoped that the mission 
will result in a deepening of the spiritual 
life of every member, and the conversion 
of many others. 
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Trouble in the Naga Hills 


Baptists in the Naga Hills, in the ex. 
treme northeast of India, bordered by both 
China and Burma, are reported to be pass- 
ing through a period of severe suffering. 
Persons as well as property are involved. 

The territory is inhabited by sturdy 
tribes of animists, but American Baptist 9 
missionaries worked with such notable suc- 
cess for many years that the denomination [ 
has been estimated to include some 50,000 FF 
persons. The British administration left 
Naga Hills in 1947, and more recently the 
Indian government sent troops into the 
area to quell a strong separatist movement. 

Official spokesmen have alleged that the | 


separatist movement was “the creation of a [ 


handful of educated Christians.” Certain f 
of the missionaries have been ordered to | 
leave during the past few years, and others 
have not received permission to enter the 
territory, with the result that there are now 
no foreign missionaries there, according to 
The Baptist Times (London). Contact 
with the Christians is now difficult and the 
situation confused. 





Miss Chapple Visiting India

of the Baptist Women’s League, is in India 
visiting Baptist missionary society stations 
at Belhi, Agra, Patna and Gaya and 
attending the Southeast Asian Women’s 
Conference at Calcutta.

JAPAN: 
Golden Anniversary Observed 


Waseda Hoshien, the American Baptist- 
founded Christian center serving Waseda 
University observed its Golden Anniver- 
sary in October. Waseda University is one 
of Japan’s largest schools, with an 
enrollment of about 30,000. 

Waseda Hoshien grew from an English 
Bible class started by Dr. Harry B. 
Benninghoff in 1908 during the second of 
his more than-30 years of mission service 
in Japan.

Miss Dorine C. Hawkins, directress of 
the Women’s Training School in Rio de 
Janeiro, sends this advance welcome to the 
women who will be coming to Rio in 
1960: 

Brazilian Baptist women are looking 
forward to having Baptist women from 
all parts of the world to come to Rio de 
Janeiro for the 10th Baptist World 
Alliance Congress in July of 1960. Our 
building—The South Brazil WMU Train- 
ing School—is to be occupied by the 
executive members of the Women’s Alli- 
ance, and it is my keen pleasure to be the 
hostess of this group. 

The Woman’s Missionary Union of 
Brazil is growing rapidly. We have about 
1,000 societies in the 20 states, and these 
societies have an enrollment of almost 
22,000 women. These women are active 
in their mission studies and activities. 
They are consecrated and prayerful. Half 
of this number have the family altar 
established in their homes, and are 
teaching their children to be missionary 
minded. Most of our women come from 
humble backgrounds and have little for- 
mal education, but with the advance of 
the gospel we are fast growing a 
wonderful middle class that is as cultured 
and refined as any group. 

The Young Woman’s Auxiliary is also 
growing with almost 500 organizations 
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Women’s Department

and an enrollment of nearly 5,000. This 
group has taken as their task the support [ 
of one home missionary and one foreign | 
missionary. The Brazilians have their own 
home and foreign mission boards with j 
130 missionaries working in the hinter- 
lands of Brazil, eight missionaries working 
in Bolivia, and two in Portugal under 
their Foreign Mission Board. 

Besides these two organizations, there 
are more than 8,000 children enrolled in 
the different children’s missionary societies 
and their work is directed through the 
Union of Woman’s Missionary Societies. 

We, here in the Training School, are a 
group of 16 professors and 63 young lady 
students who give full time to the 


Women’s Training 
School at Rio 
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preparation of special workers in the 
different fields of service. We have 
graduated 109 young women in the past 
nine years (the period in which the school 
has been in operation) and we have twelve 
who will graduate on November 22). Of 
this number, nineteen girls who have 
given themselves to home mission work, 
and six to foreign mission work. Many 
have married pastors and are serving all 
over Brazil. Another large group has gone 
out as school teachers in Annex-church 
schools. They do real mission work with 
the churches as they teach the church 
membership and evangelize in the homes 
of children from non-Christian homes. 

It is our hope that we may share with 
you some of the thrills of our mission 
work while you are here in 1960. You will 
have an opportunity for a close-up picture 
of missions and see the bigness of our task 
here in the marvelous city of Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Receive our cordial invitation and 
come, remembering that even though we 
may not have all the conveniences of 
other cities where the Alliance has been 
held, we will have the cordiality that will 
make one forget the lack of comforts. 


Former Nun Stirs Convention 


The Eastern Cuba Baptist News gives 
the following account: “A special feature 
of our recently held convention in Camag- 
uey was the stirring testimony of Doctora 
Carmen de Torres, formerly a nun of the 
Franciscan Order. 

“As Dra. de Torres shared her experi- 
ences in the convent with the great crowd 
that listened to her, one could not help 
but feel with her the horrors which she 
went through as she made the vows of 
obedience, poverty and chastity. She made 
clear that once she had met Jesus as her 
Saviour she became free from sin and from 
the bondage of the church which kept her 
a spiritual slave for years. 

“Dra. de Torres is an untiring witness 
of her newly found Christian faith. Her

Australasia 


AUSTRALIA: 
£25,000 in 25 Days 


Ashfield church in the suburbs of 
Sydney raised a sum of £25,000 in 25 
days of direct giving, The Australian 
Baptist announces. Under the leadership 
of its minister, Rev. A. H. Orr, the church 
has pioneered in the fields of social service 
and Christian education. 

The fund is to make possible the erection 
of the first section of the new Christian 
education building to permit expansion of 
the adult part of the All-Ages Sunday 
school. £10,000 of the £25,000 came as 
gifts, and the remaining £15,000 as loans. 


NEW GUINEA: 


“A Spiritual Movement Such 
As We Have Never Seen” 


Rev. F. H. Starr, who has represented 
Australian Baptists in New Guinea for the 
past year, reports that the spiritual 
movement in the New Guinea highlands is 
“such as we had never seen.” He adds, 
“You must be there to understand it.” 

Mr. Starr told of baptismal services 
taking place in the Baiyer-Lumis area. 
Coming in companies of 20 to 30 at a 
time, a total of 983 have accepted Christ 
and applied for membership in the Enga 
Church. 

Candidates are not accepted lightly. 
Classes were commenced several months 
ago and 2,300 persons enrolled for 
teaching in preparation for baptism. Ap- 
plicants attended for instruction and exam- 
ination five nights each week. A roll of 
attendance was kept. At the conclusion of 
the period of instruction, all candidates 
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were examined with the church accepting 
only 983 of the original 2,300. 

Prior to baptism services, all candidates 
for baptism went into a prayer meeting on 
Friday night and continued in prayer until 
the time of baptism at 9:00 a.m., Sunday. 

A new area of work at Telefolmin has 
resulted in 20 avowed Christians at the 
present time. 


NEW ZEALAND: 
Increase in Tithers 


A record delegation attended the annual 
assembly of the Baptist Union of New 
Zealand in November. The encouraging 
increase in the number of churches (over 
20 per cent in five years) is making heavy 
demands on the Theological College. A 
new residential wing is being added at a 
cost of £20,000. 

General Secretary Lawrence A. North 
has been reappointed for a further term of 
three years, and Youth Director J. J. Burt 
has been appointed first director of the 
newly-constituted Board of Christian Ed- 
ucation. There is a growing interest in the 
program of the All-Ages Sunday School 
and some of the churches have already 
adopted the program. 

Thanks to an increase in the practice of 
tithing among New Zealand Baptists, there 
has been a considerable increase in the 
giving to denominational funds. Some of 
the larger churches are nurturing new 
causes and giving generously for their 
establishment. The giving for overseas mis- 
sionary work represents 53 per cent of the 
total giving for denominational purposes. 
The missionary budget has increased by 
20 per cent in two years. 

Secretary North notes that, “in addition 
to our own missionary staff, 145 members 
of New Zealand Baptist churches are 
serving overseas in other missionary soci- 
eties.” 


A New Day for Sunday School 


For many years Baptist churches in 
New Zealand have sponsored the tradi- 
tional approach of “Sunday school for 
children.” Across the last 50 years there 
has been added a “Bible Class” for the 
young people—13 years of age and above. 
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In 1955 Youth Director J. J. Burt was 
sent to the U.S.A. to investigate children’s 
and young people’s work. He returned 
with the conviction that there should be no 
limit to the opportunity for Bible study, 
and introduced the concept of the All-Ages 
Sunday School. Dr. W. L. Howse was 
invited to visit New Zealand and interpret 
this work more fully. 

Dr. Howse spent eighteen days in New 
Zealand, and during that time he travelled 
the 1000 and more miles from Auckland 
to Invercargill. He visited eight centers, 
met over 3,000 people and almost 100 
ministers, students and deaconnesses. 

“The results of this visit are obvious 
already in many ways,” Mr. Burt reports. 
“Chiefly is a quickened desire to reach lost 
people and win them for our Lord and 
Master.” 

The first All-Ages Sunday school in 
New Zealand has started at the Papatoetoe 
Church in Auckland: More than 420 are 
enrolled, with the likelihood of continuing 
good increases. About six other churches 
have decided to start this work in a few 
months and more are studying ways and 
means of doing it.

SPAIN: 
Three More Churches Closed By Police 


The Baptist church of Seville, Spain, was 
closed by order of the Spanish police on 
November 10, the third Baptist church in 
Spain to be closed in less than two months. 

Five other Baptist churches have been 
closed previously, some of them by actions 
dating back as far as 1954. Churches of 
other evangelical denominations have also 
been closed. 

In September police visited the pastor of 
Third Baptist church, Barcelona, telling 
him that the church would be closed if it 
did not stop meeting in the little hall it 
was renting. Therefore, the congregation 
divided into several groups and arranged 
for services in private homes. 

Immediately following this action in 
Barcelona, the Third Baptist church of 
Madrid, which has existed with official 
permission since before the Spanish civil

ISRAEL: 
“Thus It Is Written” Published 


Thus It Is Written, a book on the mis- 
sionary motif in the Bible by Dr. Cornell 
Goerner, the Southern Baptist Foreign 
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Mission Board’s secretary for Africa, 
Europe, and the Near East, has been pub- 
lished in Hebrew by the Baptist Press of 
Israel. It was translated from English by 
Svi Rin and edited by Missionary Robert 
L. Lindsey. The book, first published by 
Broadman Press in 1944, has previously 
been published also in Spanish and Portu- 
guese. 


SCOTLAND: 
Youth Convenor Resigns 


Rev. George McNeill of Cambuslang, 
has resigned as convenor of the Youth 
committee of the Baptist Union of Scot- 
land and as minister of the Cambuslang 
church in order to accept a call to the 
United Baptist Church in Bedford, Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. Mr. McNeill, who is a grad- 
uate of Edinburgh University and the Scot- 
tish Baptist Theological College and who 
served as a chaplain in the armed forces 
during World War II will be much missed 
by the youth of Scotland. A special sub- 
committee has been named to select a new 
convenor.

ARGENTINA: 


Magazine Tributes Baptists 


A national magazine, Mundo Argentino, 
has much to say in a favorable way about 
Argentine Baptists in an article, “Prot- 
estantism, Religion of Justice.” 

“Baptists constitute one of the most 
numerous and active groups among Ar- 
gentine protestants,” the magazine re- 
ported. “The most typical characteristic, 
Pastor Santiago Canclini says, is their 
democracy. The Baptists put emphasis on 
that doctrine, typically protestant, that 
man can address God without an 
intermediary. Because of this, reason all 
Baptists, all forms of compulsion should 
be avoided: each person has the right to 
complete liberty of conscience. In the same 
sense, each loca! church is independent in 
its management of its own affairs. The 
decisions reached in the assembly of 
believers is by simple majority.” 
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Introducing the Executive Committee: 
Alfonso Olmedo 


Rev. Alfonso Olmedo, pastor of First 
Baptist Church, San Luis, — and 
past president of the 
Argentine —_ Baptist ' 
Convention, has 
been a member of | 
the Baptist World 
Alliance Executive 
Committee since 
1955. 

Born into a Cath- 
olic family in 1915, 
Mr. Almedo was 
won to the Baptist 
faith in 1935 by a 
Bapust student at Rosario he himself was 
trying to win to Catholicism. This break 
with the Catholic church led to severe per- 
secution which lasted for two years. 

Moving to Buenos Aires in 1937, Mr. 
Olmedo took an active part in youth and 
other denominational activities for the 
Argentine Convention. He later moved to 
U.S.A. for study at New Orleans Baptist 
Seminary. He and his family next moved 
to the state of San Luis, 500 miles west of 
Buenos Aires, in 1945 as the first Baptist 
missionary in that area. His evangelistic 
work has spread over four countries in 
South America, and he in addition finds 
time to do considerable writing. 

Mr. Olmedo served on the Religious 
Liberty Commission of the Baptist World 
Congress at Cleveland in 1950 and has 
been a member of the Relief Committee 
also since 1950. He is editor of the Bap- 
tist World Alliance page in El Expositor 
Bautista, the journal of Argentine Bap- 
tists. 








The article goes on to discuss the 
organization of the Argentina Baptist Con- 
vention and its cooperation with the 
Baptist World Alliance, paying particular 
attention to statistics of 23-million Baptists 
in the world. 

The magazine also carried an excellent 
photograph of Baptists’ International Sem- 
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inary at Buenos Aires, explaining “when 
we went to the seminary, they received us 
very well. We were astonished by the 
cleanliness and modern state of things. We 
almost wanted to enroll as a student.” 


Argentine Youth Meet 


Twenty-five hundred young people at- 
tended the tenth anniversary session of the 
Argentine Baptist Youth Congress October 
30-November 2 in Buenos Aires. 

The congress theme was “Teach Me, O 
Lord, Thy Word.” Aldo Broda and Samuel 
O. Libert, Argentine delegates to the 
Baptist Youth World Conference in To- 
ronto, told of their attendance there. 
Arnoldo Canclini conducted a moving re- 
memoration of the ten years since youth 
work was started in Argentina, citing 
humble beginnings with only 100 people 
attending the first congress. 

Delegates from nearly every Baptist dis- 
trict in Argentina were introduced, and 
visitors were present from Brazil, Uruguay 
and Paraguay. For the first time, a young 
man from Tierra del Fuego, the most 
southern Baptist church (located off the 
southernmost tip of South America) was 
present for the national assembly. 

Missionary offerings by the congress 
were increased to 132,000 pesos. Daniel 
E. Tinao of Buenos Aires was elected 
congress president. It was agreed to study, 
with the executive board of _ the 
Convention, the possibility of creating a 
youth department. 


North America 


CANADA: 
Two Ministers Honored 


The Government of Canada has ap- 
pointed two Canadian Baptist ministers to 
responsible positions in the broadcasting 
organization of Canada. Dr. Emlyn Dav- 
ies, minister of Yorkminster Baptist 


Church, Toronto, has been named one of 
fifteen members of the Board of Broadcast 
Governors, and Rev. C. B. Lumsden, 
Ph.D., a member of the faculty of Acadia 
University (Baptist institution of the Mar- 
itime Provinces) has been appointed a 
director of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation. 


Anabaptist Book Found 


A 400-year-old book of Anabaptist 
writings believed heretofore unavailable to 
scholars has been discovered in Western 
Canada by Robert Friedman of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., a faculty member of Western 
Michigan University and an Anabaptist 
research scholar. It was found among the 
colonies of the Hutterian Brethren of 
Western Canada. 

Carefully hand-copied in 1566 and 
known as the “Epistle Book,” the volume 
contains about 1,250 pages of letters and 
writings of almost 40 early Anabaptist 
and Hutterian leaders. It is in an excellent 
state of preservation and is artistically 
lettered in both red and black ink. 

In Sixteenth Century Europe, various 
protestant groups who refused to admit 
that infant baptism was valid earned the 
nickname “Anabaptist” which means “re- 
baptizers.” They baptized only believers. 


UNITED STATES: 


Graham Addresses SBC 
Foreign Mission Board 


Dr. Billy Graham, a member of the 
Southern Baptist Convention Foreign Mis- 
sion Board, took time out from _ his 
evangelistic crusade at Charlotte, N. C., to 
attend the Board’s annual meeting in 
Richmond, Va. 

“Every Christian is called upon to be a 
missionary,” Dr. Graham told more than 
2000 people in attendance at the opening 
session. “When Christ commanded that 
we should go into all the world with the 
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gospel, he meant not only the geographical 
world, but the entire world in every 
community—the business world, the labor 
world, the sports world, the student world. 
The most strategic mission field in the 
world today for the individual is in his 
own community.” 

Dr. Graham said that the harvest is riper 
now that at any time in history. “As never 
before, the intellectuals—such as scientists, 
philosophers, historians, and psychiatrists 
—have the people of the world prepared 
for the reception of the gospel,” Graham 
said. 

Dr. Graham closed by telling the 
congregation: “If we in the church fail in 
our witnessing to this generation the world 
may blow itself apart. One of the most 
powerful forces for peace in the world 
today could be a vigorous, dedicated, 
witnessing church. There’s a world to 
conquer for Christ.” 


Dr. King Is Author 


Dr. Martin Luther King, Baptist minis- 
ter from Montgomery, Ala., is author of a 
new book, “Stride Toward Freedom,” tell- 
ing his philosophy of peaceful integration 
of the races in the United States. Peaceful 
resistance to segregation is possible, he 
said, citing his own experience as leader of 
a successful bus boycott for more than one 
year, until integration of the buses was 
achieved in his city of Montgomery, Ala. 

His book is published by Harper and 
Brothers, New York, N. Y. 


Dr. Adoms Speaks on Christian Home 


A Conference on Counseling and Guid- 
ance, sponsored by the Sunday School 
Board of the Southern Baptist Convention 
was held in October in Nashville, Tenn. 
Dr. T. F. Adams, president of the Baptist 
World Alliance, was one of the speakers. 

Dr. Adams made the following com- 
ments in the course of his address: “When 
a child is born, he is not given a choice of 
his race, nationality, culture, name, or 
even his religion to a large measure. It is 
the responsibility of his parents to see that 
he is wanted, loved, and given a feeling of 
security, but reared dependently.

Frank H. Woyke, executive secretary of 
the North American Baptist General Con- 
ference, has been a 
member of the Bap- 
tist World Alliance 
Executive Commit- 
tee since 1955, 

Born in Russia to 
German parents who 
were engaged in 
wheat farming there, 
he moved with his 
family to the U.S.A. 
at the age of three. | 
He was educated at 
the University of Minnesota, Wesleyan 
University, the North American Baptist 
Seminary, Hartford Theological Seminary, 
Yale University and Marburg University 
(Germany). After four years in the 
pastorate, he became an instructor in the 
North American Baptist Seminary, where 
he served for six years. He was a chaplain 
in the U. S. Army, 1943-46. Since 1946, 
he has served as executive secretary of the 
North American Baptist General Confer- 
ence, the organization of German Baptists 
in North America. 

Dr. Woyke has attended every Baptist 
World Congress since the meeting in Ber- 
lin in 1934. He has been a member of the 
Relief Committee since its organization 
in 1947. He has led the General Confer- 
ence in spending approximately $750,000 
for world relief, and sending to foreign 
countries some 1,200 tons of food and 
clothing in bulk shipment and 40,000 food 
and clothing parcels to individual recip- 
ients.

One hundred forty students were regis- 
tered for the first session of the Midwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, a new 
Southern Baptist institution at Kansas City, 
Mo. Dr. Millard J. Berquist is president. 
The new school has a faculty of five pro- 
fessors and expects to add five or six more. 


Race Relations Is Subject 


A resolution on race relations has been 
adopted by the Council on Christian Social 
Progress of the American Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

The Council called on all the churches 
of the American Baptist Convention “to 
take necessary steps to alleviate any re- 
maining injustices,” saying that, “As we 
observe the 10th Anniversary of the United 
Declaration of Human Rights, we call 
upon our churches to survey their own 





communities for discrimination and _ in- 
equality which may still exist, particularly 
in the areas of education, employment op- 
portunities, and housing.” 


Peace Committees at Work 


Both the American Baptist Convention 
and the Southern Baptist Convention have 
named special committees which seek to 
mobilize the total resources of Baptists in 
North America for promotion of world 
peace. Outstanding leaders in both con- 
ventions have been named to_ these 
committees. The ABC committee is headed 
by Dr. Culbert G. Rutenber, professor at 
Eastern Baptist Theological Seminary. The 
SBC committee is headed by Dr. Walter 
Pope Binns, president of William Jewell 
College. 


New Churches Listed 


.The General Association of Regular 
Baptist Churches, one of the smaller 
groups of Baptists in North America, 
received 47 new churches into __ its 
fellowship last year, bringing the total 
number of churches to 843 and _ total 
membership to 126,500.
